Former Boy Scout leader 
Glen O'Dell faced five sex- 
related felony charges 
stemming from what authorities 
say were incidents with a 14- 
year-old former troop member. 

But under an agreement with 
Clay County prosecutors, the de- 
fendant' pleaded guilty Wednes- 
day to two misdemeanor charges 
of sexual contact with , a'.jninor 
and was placed on two years' 
probation. 

Mr. O'Dell, a Boy Scout leader 
for 16 years until he was charged 
last September, will 3tay out of 
jail if he follows probation guide- 
lines. 

Assistant Clay County prosecu- 
tor J.B. Chancellor said today, 
"It was a real weird case. Under 



the circumstances we feit like 
- this was the best plea bargain to 
reach." 

Mr. O'Dell declined to com- 
ment " Thursday on his guilty 
pleas before Clay County Associ- 
ate Circuit Judge C. Patrick' 
Bills. 

Liberty lawyer Leary G, Skin- 
ner , who represented Mr. O'Dell, 
also declined to comment. 

Last September, Mr, O'Dell, 
who was 41 at the time, was 
charged with two felony counts 
of sodomy and three felony 
counts of deviant sexual behav- 
ior. Authorities claimed the acts 
occurred between November 
1984 and February 1985. 

Under the plea agreement 
those charges were dropped and 
Clay County prosecutors filed the 
misdemeanor charges, according 
to Mr. Skinner.

Scouts to emphasize 
screening of volunteers

The Kansas City-area Boy 
Scouts, stunned by the fil- 
ing of criminal charges 
against three Scout leaders in the 
last two weeks, pian to improve 
their training of the volunteers 
who screen new leaders. 

Both national and local Scout 
officials maintain, however, that 
the current method of selecting 
leaders— which leaves the choice 
to the church, school or civic 
group sponsoring the Scouting 
program— is the best way to 
weed out undesirables. 

"Even one case is too many, 
but in reality we work with 1.6 
million adult volunteers around 
the country and there are each 
year a handful of morals cases/' 
said Barclay Bollas, national 
news editor at the Boy Scouts of 
America headquarters in Irving, 
Texas. "We feel the percentage is 
extremely low and we have con- 
fidence in our selection proce- 
dure." 

The recent string of criminal 
charges apparently has not hurt 
area recruiting, said Harvey 
Thompson, director of field ser- 
vice for the 19-county Heart of 
America Council of the Boy 
Scouts. 

Mr. Thompson said he hoped 
the recent publicity will prompt 
parents to become more involved 
in Scouting and not tarnish "a 
movement that has helped young 
people and their families for 
years and years." 

Those charged: 

• Glen O'Dell, - a .^longtime 
leader in the Clay County com- 
munity of Pleasant Valley, was 
charged with two counts of sodo- 
my and three counts of first- 
degree deviant sexual assault on 
a boy who had been member of 
his troop. 



• John M Melanson was 

charged with forgery in the theft 
of $350 from a blind couple 
whose son he tried to recruit into 
a Scout organization at a North- 
east-area church.

Leavenworth surrendered Fri- 
day to Wyandotte County author- 
ities. He was charged with taking 
indecent liberties with an 8-year- 
old boy at a Scout camp. 

Mr. Thompson said all three 
leaders had been suspended from 
the Scout program. 

l4 A person is innocent until he 
goes to court, but we can't afford 
to have a person who may have 
done an immoral act close to 
kids." Mr. Thompson said. 

Mr. Thompson said at least 
five persons in the sponsoring 
group are required to be active in 
the recruiting of volunteer lead- 
ers. 

"What happened in the last few 
days shows there's been some ; 
slippage in those checks and bai- ; 
ances," Mr. Thompson said. \ 

Mr. Bollas said the Scouts : 
maintain a list of 2,000 undesira- ■ 
bles and the names of all appli- j 
cants are checked against it. But I 
it is a misconception that finger- \ 
printing would help, he said, be- J 
cause incidents rarely involve! 
repeat offenders. 

Mr. Thompson said the organi-l 
zation is working to make every- 
one more aware of the possibility! 
that even a trusted neighbor! 
might be capable of criminal! 
behavior. The effort had begun in i 
the last year or so, he said, but 
will be intensified because of the 
recent incidents. * • ;

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Deviant sex charges filed against 
longtime Northland Scout leader

A longtime award-winning 
Northland Boy Scout, leader has 
been charged with five counts of 
deviant sexual behavior with a 14- 
year-old who had been a member of 
his troop. 

Glen .00)611, 41, of 6717* River 
Road, Pleasant Valley in Clay 
County, was charged with two 
counts of sodomy and three counts 
of first-degree deviant sexual as- 
sault. Four of the charges were filed 
Monday, and one was filed last 
week. All involve the same boy. 
The acts were said to have oc- 
curred between November 1984 
and February. 

Clay County Associate Circuit 
Judge C. Patrick Bills set bonds of 
$7,500 on each charge at a hearing 
Monday. Mr. O'Deil is scheduled to 
be arraigned Oct. 8. 

The charges shocked Mr. 
ODell's troop and other scouting 



leaders. 

"He's done a lot of good for 
scouting, and he's well-known and 
highly regarded/* 3aid Scout Exec- 
utive Dan Wheatcroft, the top pro- 
fessional in the Heart of America 
Council, which covers parts of east- 
ern Kansas and western Missouri. 
"If he's guilty of the crimes, a lot of 
people will be in shock/' 

Mr. Wheatcroft said that as soon 
as he became aware of the charges 
last week, Mr. O'Deil was suspend- 
ed from scouting "until we can let 
the judicial system work," 

Mr. Wheatcroft said Mr. O'Deil 
had been scoutmaster of Troop 214 
# in Pleasant Valley for about 16 
year3. In those years, Mr. O'Deil, 
whose friends say he is single and 
has no children, has earned several 
training awards, including the 
Scouters* Key and membership in 
the Order of the Arrow. 

Mr. O'Deil could not be reached 
for comment. 



"The boys find this very hard to 
believe because they idolize him," 
3aid Robert Landuyt, the troop's 
acting scoutmaster. "They are very 
upset," 

Mr. Landuyt said the scouts 
liked Mr, O'Deil so much that they 
would gave him expensive Christ- 
mas and birthday presents auch as 
a, citizens 1 band radio and a new 
wallet with a $100 bill inside. 

"He has been a very good role 
model," said Ron Bush, unit com- 
missioner for Troop 214 and an 
associated Cub Scout pack* "Glen . 
has worked so long with the boys, 
and both of mine made Eagle Scout 
with him. I don't buy those charges 
at all. 

"Like me, the boys feel angry 
and sort of helpless." 

Mr. Landuyt added, * "We all 
hope these charges will be found 
false and he will be exonerated so 
he can go on with his life."
